sighted lightning Captain McCord 
changed the course to the north- 
east. Wiley, who was executive of- 
ficer on the Akron and second in 
command, was asked If he consid- 
ered this course "safe and proper." 


"In my mind," he said,- "my m~ 


<fllnatlon was to go to the west- 
ward. 
The captain said he had 
;seen lightning to the westward, 
although I did not see it until a 
half hour later."

was injured. The wind then tore 
the building into wreckage. 
At Rice, Emhouse, Tupelo, and 


other towns in Navarro 
county 
barns were demolished, residences 
unroofed and garages torn down 
by the high wind. 


The only person reported injured 
was Antonio Gonzales, a section 
worker, who was caught out in 
the hail storm and painfully bruis- 
ed about the shoulders before he 
reached shelter. 


Negro Church Damaged 


Reports of damage to buildings 


came from Penelope and Brine, in 
Hill cunty. -At Midlothian, in Ellis 
county, a negro church where ser- 
vices were being conducted was 
blown from Its foundation blocks. 
The school at Midlothian also was 
damaged. 


High winds and rain swept oth- 


er parts of northeast Texas in 
the storm, which developed sud- 
denly and was of brief duration. 


Lindale, near the East Texas oil 


field, which was struck by a tor- 
nado 10 days ago, narrowly missed 
being' in the path on the strong 
wind. Communication lines were 
blown down four miles north of 
Lindale and fruit trees were de- 
stroyed. Some property was dam- 
aged.

GRADUATED TAX ON 
OIL IS ENGROSSED 
TEXAS LEGISLATURE 


PROPONENTJTSPECIAL RE- 
SOURCE COMMISSION ARE 


THWARTED IN PLANS

Texas house of representatives to- 
day engrossed a bill to levy a 
granduated tax on oil production 
but the bill failed of immediate 
final passage when its sponsors 
were unable to suspend the rules 
requiring bills to be read on three 
days. 


The bill was engrossed without 


a record vote. Supporters of the 
bill rolled up a substantial major- 
ity on suspension of the rules, but 
lacked the two-thirds necessary to 
carry the motion. The vote was 
80 ayes to 37 noes. 


The bill would provide a tax of 


one cent per barrel on dally per 
wel) production of from one to ten 
barrels; two cents per barrel on 
production from 10 to 150 barrels; 
five cents per barrel from 150 to 
250 and 20 cents per barrel on 
production in excess of 250 bar- 
rels daily. 


An amendment proposing to sub- 


stitute a combination graduated 
tax and natural resource commis- 
sion bill for the graduated tax bill 
was withdrawn. The combination 
bill carried the same scale of tax- 
es as the separate tax bill, but 
provided, in addition, for the estab-

Among the convictions secured

1932. Latent prints found on a 
whiskey bottle at the scene of the 
murder definitely connected the 
negro with the crime, and result- 
ed in his arrest near Bryan, Texas, 
and later conviction.

The stirring days of the frontier wars, when the Red man disputed the Palefaces' right to take his country 
from him. are recalled by the death of Mrs. Elizabeth Bacon Custer, at her New York home, at the age of 91. 
Mrs. Custer was the widow of General George Armstrong Custer, once known as the "Boy General," who 
met his death in the massacre staged by the Sioux chief "Sitting Bull" at Little Big Horn on June 25, 1876. 
Through almost his entire career Mrs. Custer had been the constant companion of her soldier husband. 
A 


native of Monroe, Mich., Mrs. Custer was the daughter of Judge Daniel Bacon. She met Custer when he was 
a captain in the Union Army during the Civil War. 
When he was made a brigadier general, she married 


him. 
That was in 1864. 
All through the Civil War she remained at his side, sharing his hardships and 


dangers. After the war General Custer campaigned for years against the Indians in Colorado, New Mexico, 
Nebraska and Wyoming. Custer was then in command of the 7th United States Cavalry, a flying column 
which was forever ready to dash off to wherever an Indian outbreak was reported. During the years of his 
Indian fighting, General Custer was accompanied by his wife on many of his moat perilous expeditions. 
After the death of her husband in the ambush at Little Big Horn, where 207 of his comrades also perished, 
Mrs. Custer went to live in New York. Although she was rarely seen in public, she led an active life. She 
wrote three books on her experiences as the wife of a soldier, which for thrilling adventure are comparable 


to anything in Action.

earlier this year than last, if a 
stand is secured on this planting. 
Rains during the planting season 
season last year was the cause of 
the delay. As a rule farmers ex- 
pect better production from early 
cotton, but weather conditions pre- 
vailing throughout the 
growing 


season determine,' to a large extent 
the production and not the time 
it was planted. 
Last year Navarro county pro- 


duced 61,794 bales, according 
to 


the final ginning report issued by 
the U. S. bureau of census, 
as 


compared with 89,614 for the 1931 
crop. Last year's crop was the 
smallest in a number of years, not 
only in Navarro county but the 
state. 
The national 
production 


was also far short of the 
1931 


crop, respite the decrease in pro- 
duction in 1932 the carryover or 
world supply will be about 
the 


same as in 'the beginning of 19.32, 
according to the last figures re- 
leased by the U. S. department of 
agriculture. 
The government re- 


port says that the estimated world 
supply of 
American 
cotton 
for 


1932-33 is 
now 
25,700,000 
bales. 


This is only 500,000 less than the 
record suplpy of 1931-32 and is 2,- 
200,000 bales greater 
than 
the 


large world supply of 1926-27. 
The 


total supply for 1932-33 is consid- 
erably larger than the total world 
consumption In 1930-31 and 1931-32 
combined. 


Must Keep Acreage Down. 


In face of these conditions the 


farmers are forced to keep 
the 


cotton acreage as low as possible. 
Most of them realize that a large 
crop again means low prices. They 
are faced, however, with the alter- 
native of producing low priced cot- 
ton or low priced feeds. Surplus 
feed crops brought small 
prices 


last year and unless there is a 
feed crop failure, the farmers are 
expecting no more from the sur- 
plus this year. 


Prices of alternative cash crops 


have given little inducement to the 
substitution of these crops for cot- 
ton. , Then, too, other cash crops 
are not easily grown in this coun- 
ty. Fruit crops are 
not by any 


means certain. Vegetables grown 
on an extensive scale have only a 


limited market. 
Hogg and cattle 
at the low prices do not bring In 
much extra money. In fact, they 
can be fed and sold only from 
fbeds raised on the farm, with lit- 
tle or no expense. 
Production of 


plenty of feed for the hogs, cattle 
and work stock and plenty 
of 


food for home consumption, will 
enable the farmer to make a crop 
with a minimum of expense and 
assure a greater profit from his 
cotton regardless of price. Farm- 
ers can not buy these supplies 
from low priced cotton and re- 
gardless of low prices for feeds; 
should raise enough 
for 
home 
consumption. 


Conditions at the present time 


are bright for a much better cot- 
ton production in this county than 
last year, 
The season is a little 


earlier, the excessive cold killed 
numerous insets and farm lands 
are in excellent condition. 


Corn in all sections of the coun- 


ty looks exceptionally good. There 
has been plenty of 
moisture to 


keep it growing and there has 
been no cold weather or frost to 
kill it back.. The acreage Is about 
the same as last year. 


Fall oats that survived look well 
and spring oats are growing off 
nicely. 


About the usual amount of sor- 


ghum, sudan and other tame hays 
will be planted. 
There will also 


be 
considerable 
maize, 
Kaffir 


corn, higera and other head feed 
planted. 
These 
usually produce 


well in this county and are excel- 
lent feeds.
